Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day will be held this 
Saturday, May 6 at the West 
Intermediate School on Carter 
Lane from 9:00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. 

With proof of residency, 
Wilmington residents will have 
the opportunity to rid their 
homes, garages, and basements 
of dozens of common household 
items not easily disposed of, 
such as rubber cement, air- 
plane glue, fiberglass resins, 
aerosol cans, pesticides, photo 
chemicals, furniture polish, 
floor & metal polish, oven 
cleaner, drain & toilet cleaner, 
spot remover, rug & upholstery 
cleaner, various hobby and art 
supplies, chemistry sets, and 
fluorescent bulbs. Town offi- 
cials ask that residents pay 
strict attention to the items list- 
ed and not to bring items 
accepted in the weekly curbside 
cdllections. Latex paint cans, 
for instance, are not considered 
a hazardous waste and may be 
disposed of with household 
trash.

Letter to Editor 

Wilmington Town Meeting vot 
ers who rejected the 
Neighborhood Activity Overlay 
proposal for the area around 
the town's (North Wilmington) 
train station made a serious 
mistake. 

The proposal would have pro- 
vided economic incentives for 
property owners to rid the 
neighborhood of the existing 
underutilized industrial struc- 
tures in favor of mixed-use 
developments containing a 
number of Smart Growth con- 
cepts, 

Regrettably, the proposal suf- 
fered from a well-organized 
misinformation campaign that 
energized the abutters to work 
against the proposed by-law, 
whith would have been benefi- 
cial to both the community in 
total and to the neighborhood in 
particular 


The Neighborhood Activity 
Zoning By-law would simply 
have allowed property owners 
additional choices. It would 
not, as some have erroneously 
stated, remove any of the exist- 
ing property rights 

The present zoning for the 
area of General 
Business/General Industrial 
would have continued, A prop- 
erty owner utilizing the 
Neighborhood Activity By-Law, 
however, could have proposed 
housing and small businesses 
on the property as well. Big- 
box retail, such as a Wal-Mart 
or a Home Depot, were not per- 
mitted under the Neighborhood 
Activity By-law. 

The vote was 60-plus in favor 
of the by-law and 70-plus 
against. It is my opinion 
shared by many others, that the 
abutters made a mistake based 
on misleading information. 

Proponents of the 
Neighborhood Activity By-law 
would like to see Wilmington 
encourage small, sane econom- 
ic development. 

I hope Wilmington can keep 
future development in that key 
location small and sane. We 
want the small town aesthetics.

My favorite comedian, George 
Carlin, tells a lot of jokes about 
his mother, one being “The only 
four words that I ever heard out 
of my mother's mouth were GO 
OUT AND PLAY.” Gee George, 
you must be a pretty old guy 
now because I'd bet my life 
there isn't one mother (or 
should I say care giver) saying 
those words today. 

My daught age group is 
probably the last generation to 
have what I would call a normal 
childhood. She never had a 
“play date” or “an activity for 
the afternoon” or “quality time” 
or a “time out” or every solitary 
second of her young life sched- 
uled and supervised. After 
school was outside and care- 
free. And all summer long kids 
could explore and ignore the 
world of grown-ups. Those days 
are gone forever it would seem. 

But did you know that right 
here in Wilmington there's a 
hideaway, not so far away, but 
tucked away, at the end of a 
right of way called Camp 40 
Acres? Kids get to stay and 
play out in the woods where the 
days are free to climb a tree or 
skin a knee or recapture child- 
hood the way it use to be. 

The history of Camp 40 Acres 
goes something like this. Back 
in the late 1940's, the owner of 
the property, a Tewksbury man 
by the last name of Daniels, was 
tired of paying his taxes and 
wanted to donate the land

that the Boy Scouts were inter- 
ested.

Balser, a well-known 
Wilmington resident who, dur- 
ing his life, volunteered over 40 
years to the Boy Scouts, much 
of that time at Camp 40 Acres. 
A one dollar token payment was 


made. Philip  Buzzell, 
Wilmington's Town Counsel, 
legally locked up the loose ends, 


leaving the life of the land last- 
ingly looked after. 

Fast forward to today. What I 
love about Camp 40 acres the 
most is the undeveloped natural 
roughness of the place. You 
won't find any lawns or plastic 
playgrounds or electronic gad- 
gets. The serene quietness of 
the big outdoors is the big 
attraction. 

The summer program, which 
runs from June through August, 
is offered to kids ages 5-12. The 
director, Rick Barry, a 
Wilmington teacher, couldn't be 
more perfect for this job. Big 
and strong and boisterous and 
full of fun (and very funny, too) 
and enthusiasm, Rick has an 
instinctive knack with kids, 
making them feel both safe and 
secure and excited and stimu- 
lated to take on the scary chal- 
lenge of surviving a day away 
from the TV. 

For quite a few years Rick 
Barry organized a 4th of July 
celebration on the Charles 
River that was truly unique. We 
had the very best spot, almost 
on top of the world-famous fire- 
works extravaganza, “seats” 
you thought you could only 
dream about. So, you ask, how 
did Barry pull that off? ‘Well.

CONCORD, N.H. (AP) Police 
are reviewing missing persons 
records and examining evi 
dence to see if more than one 
person was killed at a horse 
farm in Epping. 

The farm owner, Sheila 
LaBarre, has been charged 
with killing Kenneth Countie, 
formerly of Tewksbury and 
Wilmington, and burning his 
remains. 

Capt. Russell Conte, head of

‘TEWKSBURY—“We did it,” 
John J. White proclaimed dur- 
ing a ceremony to recoj 
‘Tewksbury Post Office as =p 
the safest worksites in the 
nation. 

“{t-was a long, grueling and 
sothetimes intense time, but we 
didit,” said White, supervisor of 
customer services and co-coor- 
dinator of the  facility’s 
Voluntary Protection Program 
(VPP). 

Nearly 100 persons gathered 
under a tent on the lawn of the 
Route 38 postal facility Friday, 
April 28, to witness presenta- 
tions by federal and state offi- 
cials in recognition of the cul- 
mination of a year-long process 
to earn membership in the pres- 
tigious “Star” VPP program of 
the U.S. Labor Department's 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration (OSHA) 

White commended the clerk, 
letter carriers and custodians of 
Tewksbury Post Office for their 
hard work and dedication in the 
program. “You did all this, not 
management. We (manage- 
mient) steered you in the right 
direction, but you are to be com- 
mended for making yourself 
safe, You're making it so much 
better for your fellow worker,” 
he said. 

Postmaster Joanna M. Louf 
noted “We are the first Post 
Office in the Massachusetts 
District to achieve this honor. 
We are one of 51 other VPP 
postal worksites throughout the 
country.” 

$he explained the objective of 
VPP is to improve management 
and labor relations, decrease 
aegidents, decrease OSHA 
injuries and illnesses and work- 
ing together to abate hazards 
and create a__ proactive 
approach toward daily safety in 
the workplace. 

“Employee involvement is the 
driving force in the VPP 


process and the dedication and 
participation of employees in 
Tewksbury Post office has 
proven this,” she said. 

Massachusetts Postal District 
Manager’ John W. “Mike” 
Powers III, while commending 
Tewksbury for earning the dis- 
tinction of being the first Post 
Office in the state to gain VPP 
status, praised the teamwork 
involved in gaining the national 
safety honor.

Respect: always time to 
promote some~ 

“Respectful behavior is an 
essential part of all relation: 
ships,” notes the North 
Intermediate newsletter, high 
lighting the “Steps to Respect” 
developed by the — 2005 
Committee for Children. 

Below are those steps to 
respect: strategies for promot 
ing respectful behavior and 
reinforcing that idea with your 
child. 

Spend time with your child 
Plan time each day to talk with 
your child about any joys or dif- 
ficulties s/he encountered. 
When problems come up, help 
him/her think of respectful, 
cooperative ways to solve them 

Know your child's friends 
When your child is away from 
home, make sure that you know 
and trust the children s/he 
spends time with. 

Be consistent about discipline. 
Hold your child responsible for 
negative or hurtful behavior, 
but avoid using public put- 
downs and physical punish- 
ment. (These methods validate 
causing shame and using phys- 
ical violence as solutions to 
problems.) Make sure that 
your child understands the con- 
sequences of his/her actions, 
Eliminate toys, games, and 
TV shows that reward aggres- 
sion. Villains-and heroes-often 
successfully use violence and 
aggression to reach their goals. 
The negative consequences that 
should follow are rarely seen. 
Some children learn how to 
bully by seeing it on television 


or in video games. 

Encourage your child to be 
slow to take offense. Often, chil 
dren who bully are quick 
interpret innocent actions as 
hostile (such as being hit by a 
stray elbow in the hall). Teach 
your child to stay cool and calm 
by counting to ten or trying 
self-talk. For example, your 
child could say to himself, °I 
don't get mad about little stuft 
like this.” Praise your child for 
choosing respectful non 
aggressive responses.

tracts for fiscal years 2005 and 

According to Selectman 
Michael Newhouse, negotiat- 
ing Town Counsel's contract 
during executive session is a 
violation of Me husetts' 
Open Meeting Law. Newhouse’ 
assertion was verbally backed 
by Loretta Lillios, a member of 
the Middlesex District 
Attorney's Open Meeting Law 
Team. Lillios would not put 
that opinion in writing, howev- 
er, unless a complaint was 
filed 

Newhouse has lobbied for 
negotiations to be held during 
Open sessions. He stated in 
February that the formation a 
sub-committee, though legal, 
had proven ineffective in 
recent years. 

Town Counsel disagreed with 
the Middlesex District 
Attorney's opinion that execu- 
tive session was inappropriate 
for negotiating the contract, 
citing one of the permitted 
purposes for executive session, 
which allows for conducting 
contract negotiations with 
nonunion personnel outside of 
public view 

Our research has not locat 
ed any authority supporting 
your contention that Town 
Counsel is a 'vendor' or ‘inde 
pendent contractor! not includ 


ed in the category of ‘nonunion 
personnel’ as that term is used 
in (Massachusetts General 
Laws, Chapter 39),” John 
Richard Hucksam of DW 
wrote to Lillios “Town 
Counsel is an officer of the 
Town pursuant to its By-laws 
and therefore fits within the 
category of ‘nonunion person 
nel.'” 

Hucksam's letter further 
asserted that negotiating town 
counsel contracts in executive 
session is a “longstanding tra 
dition” in Massachusetts since 
details of specific cases are 
often discussed 

The town first contracted 
Paul DeRensis to the position 
of Wilmington's Town Counsel 
in June of 2003 with an agreed 
upon budget for legal services 
of $132,800 

In December of 2003, the 
board voted 4 to 1. with 
Selectman Robert Palmer as 
the lone dissenter, to discard 
the contract and to accept a 
revised agreement presented 
by DeRensis halfway through 
his term 

The new agreement included 
a lower retainer fee, but 
included hourly billing for liti 
gation and specialized services 
ata rate of $160 per hour. That 
hourly rate increased to $165 in 
January of 2004 and did not 
stipulate any sort of monetary 
cap 

Contracts for 2005 and 2006 
were identical, with the excep

Whether it is a city such as 
Woburn or a small community 
such as Lynnfield, there is a 
problem. Whether it is in a 
clean rural setting such as 
Wilmington or North Reading 
or a more suburban setting like 
Stoneham there is a problem 

Unlike the Town of River 
City in the Meredith Wilson 
musical fantasy, it is not going 
to go away with the formation 
of a rag-tag, but well equipped 
band. In fact, as in the case of 
Christopher Oates and many 
others, some of the victims are 
“good kids" who were not 
known to be troubie makers and

Reading School Committee

Another factor Mann noted

about 85 percent pure 

According to Mann's figures. 
national studies show that more 
than five percent of seniors in
